‘Leary's eow. rhiu kieked'over a 
lan1<‘rn, burning her barn, and in 
27 horrible*, searing hemi*s, m*ar1y 
witdng a whole eity from the blaek- 
eneel snrfaee* of tlie earth. 

But the eity tliat hael eoiiie fntia 
a niiidhole to 1 h* ilie most im- 
portant metropedis in the Miiblh* 
West in leas than 40 years was tmt 
to 1 h* disemi raged in its trial by 
fire.

I Miieago 
was Imihliiig agaiin ami Imw she 
built. In tiiree yt*ars she had ere- 
a ted a new eliy witli sneh wonders 
as the Palmer House tour fVia- 
vntHon hrufliitiittit' r^i) ^ new ile- 
partTiienl stores, a lO-slory sky- 
sera l>er and eable ears on State 
St reel , 

The next two deeades aft(*r the 
fire proved to be most sueeessfnl 
<uies for rUieago. Mglit and lele- 
phone serviei* eame to th** eity. 
^leii ill 111 uiitiMUt who are now 
famous native sons and ilaughtej-s, 
gj*i'w up am! diil things, -lane 
.Vdilanis fonmh'd Hull Htuiso to 
eart* f<»r the poor and underprivi* 
leged. Willinm Bniney 1 lnrtH*r 
built his rniversily of rldeagn. A 
lug m*w business grew uji in tin* 
eity tiiail imh'r houses with Mont- 
gonim*y Ward and S<*ars Ihielmek 
lemling tlic field.

One of the 
photos rs a broatl view of the main 
part of the hank with the recessed 
office s|iaee to the left of the picture. 
The other photo shows Krother 
Krause making; some last minute 
aiij ustments on the track that sup- 
ports the luminous plastic section of 
the fixtuie. 

Instead of dependinfc on a ceifing^ 
to support the electrical fixture and 
reflect its lis:ht dowti to the area be- 
low, the architect of the new Mi|[- 
burn National Bank, MiUburn, New 
■lersey dispensed with Uie ceiling and 
enclosed the* urea between the walls 
with a large fluorescent fixture. The 
main jiart of the fixture in the main 
banking area (224f> sfiuare feet) con- 
sists of 148 eight foot slim line tubes 
and the executive offices (400 sciuare 
feet) have eight foot slim line 
tuliejE. The tubes are al>o%*e luminous 
plastic which rests on tracks sus- 
(iemled fi'om the iwif on wire. 

This entire installation was under 
the jurisdiction of the electricians 
ami paii of the contract of Industrial 
Klee trie, EliitiLbeth, New Jersey, The 
fixture in its entirety was of LB.E.W, 
manufacture. 

The Lathers^ rlelegate attempted to 
claim ]iai1: of this installation but our 
Business Agent L. Vehling was suc- 
cessful in pi'Oving that this was not 
a hanging ceiling but rather a means 
of diffusing light.

Our iwiscii contract, elTcclive May 
1, UI54, includes a general wage in- 
crease of 10 cents per hour for 
journeymen and apprentices in the 
construct ion classification. This in- 
crease brings our hourly wage rate 
up to fur journeymen. 

Our new agreement inclwles travel- 
ing mileage of six cents per mile 
when rlriving to ami from work out- 


siile of certain pre-detcmiined Iwu Hil- 
aries of the City of Detroit and its 
met I’o polls. 

It also includes insurance by the 
employer for loss of tools and cloth- 
ing by our members while on the job, 
a maximum coverage of $to0,np per 
worker. 

Fringe benefits generany remain 
the same. The employer will continue 
to pay Sfwen cents |ier hour for life 
ami acciilent insurance for mir meiH' 
bcu's, six iHuxrent of the hourly wagi* 
rate for vacation with pay ami paid 
holidays, and 1 percent of the hourly 
wage rate for the woiktnen’s fiension 
fund. 

Integra ting the hourly wage rate 
and fringe bmiefits into one package, 
w(» find that the equivalent liourly 
rate is $3.o4T5 for journeymen* The 
cumulative total in our previous 
agreement was $3,44(lfi tier hour, To 
end the agony of this exercise in 
arithmetic, wi* state that the ei|ui val- 
ent wage increase amounts to BUT 
cents per hour,

A written agreement and 
ilecluration of trust establishes the 
method of financing the jdan as well 
as its constitution and bylaws. Set 
up on a state- wide basts, the fund 
is financed entirely by the employer 
who pays io the New Jersey I.B.E.W, 
Welfare Fund Id cents an hour for 
each straight time hour worked by 
all his employes.

Progress Meet Talk

J. S. G racy's talk at tlie recent Fifth 
District Progress Meeting in Mobile, 
Alabama, with the hopt* that you will 
find space in the Jovenal it* as 
I believe it will be enUgbtening, to 
some of our Brothers anrl Sisters, to 
learn that there are Bomc among 
management who think and act as 
does Mr* Gracy, a \Tce President for 
the Florida Power Corpojation of St* 
PetersbuT’g, Florida* 

The Members of the six Local 
U^nions of our System Council are 
proud to have ii man to deal with of 
the caliber and fairness of mind that 
Mr* Gracy shows as chairman of the 
company's Xegotiating Committee* 
We were proud to sit in the meeting 
with the other delegates and listen to 
the fine talk that Mr, Gracy made re- 
membering that he is the man we 
deal with from day to day and that 
many present would like to have some 
one like him to negotiate with. 

The Subject of Mr. Gmcy*s talk 
was: “Stepping Stones to Harmon- 

ious Labor llelations*" 

T1i€s theme of Mr* G racy's talk was 
taken fmm a quotati(»n from Presi- 
dent Ti'acy'e speecli before the Edison 
Electric Institute Annual Conference 
in July H)53 on “Lalsir's Interest in 
F’ree Enterprise," in which fbesident 
Tracy saiil ; 

“Labor and management today gen- 
erally recognize that each has a per- 
manent and proper place In industry 
and that both have a contribution to 
make. A mutual relationship exists 
hetween the separate interests of 
management and labor in the electric 
light and pow’er iinUistry and there 
has Mien an encouraging <levelopment 
of hamionious labor-management re- 
lations in the indusH'y." 

In setting out some of the stepping 
stones which management and/or 
tabor should build towards more bar- 
[iu>juuus tel at ions, Mr. Gracy stated, 
“The success which \vt\ both in labor 
and in management, shall have in 
solving our [problem of 'getting along 
together' will liiive more to do with 
the improvement of our standard of 
living at home and the future of 
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America as a leadci’ in world affairs 
lhan any other one factor/' 

Some of the important stejipinf^ 
stones towards more harmonious re- 
lations which doth manafcement and 
labor should atriv^c for were: 

1, Forj^et any bitterness which cie^ 
veloped during the organizational 
period, 

2, Create an atmos]ihere of mutual 
trust and confidence by accepting col- 
lective bargaining in the proper 
spirit and bargaining in good faith- 

3* See that the agreement or nego- 
tiated changes are fully understood 
by all supervisors and local union offi- 
cers and stewards. 

In discussing this item, it was 
rnunted out that, after the 1D53 con- 
tract negotiations, our iinton and the 
company agreed to hold Joint meet- 
ings with supervisors, local union offi- 
cers am! stewards, to discuss the in- 
leni of the changes wliich were nego- 
tiated in the contract and answer any 
< questions anyone might have relative 
tt> the interpretation of our agree- 
ment- These meetings were held in 
the field at the various division offices 
arul plants. The results of these meet- 
ings were extremely gratifying and, 
since tliat time, no grievance has been 
filed regarding contract interpreta- 
t ion, 

4. Handling grievances promptly. 
Supporting reasonable and just 
labor laws. Admitting that harmon- 
ious relations cannot hi^ createil by 
law, Mr- Gracy stated that he felt 
that some reasonable regulation of 
IwHh parties might be necessary and 
that such laws should only be usetl 
as a framework on which to build 
more hai'monious reUitioris, 

After covering briefly some of the 
responsibilities which management 
lias in this field such as providing a 
pleasant and safe place to work; pro- 
viding o]>portunity for advancement; 
ai)(i recognition for a job well done, 
Mr. Gracy discussed with us some of 
the things which wc in the field of 


labor should do towards building 
stepping stones to mme harmonious 
1 a bo r- m a n age m en t re 1 a t i on s : 

L Influence our members to give 
“a good day's work for a good i lay's 
pay'\ In this connection he quoted 
from the editorial in the August lt)53 
.Imirrial. The <iuotation is: 

'^Remembei-, brothers and sisters, 
Uiat it is still the right, the just, the 
honorable thing to give a good day's 
work for a good day's |iay and when 
any member of organized labor for- 
gets that, he is stealing, whether his 
conscience tells him so or not." 

2, rnfiuence our members to take 
a real interest in the welfare of their 
employer's business- Here again Mr, 
Gracy quoted what Mr, Samuel 
(lompers said in this regard: "The 
worst thing that can hat>P€^n to labor 
is for the employer not to make a 
profit/* 

3. Accept technological advances, 
inventions and improved processes as 
an opportunity for the impiwement 
of the standard of living of all the 
American people through increased 
production. It was his opinion that 
increasefl production is the only last- 
ing and elTective means of imiiroving 
the standard of living. 

In closing Mr. Gracy stated that 
several years ago his company 
adopted as its labor relations philoso- 
phy that of ".Men dealing fairly with 
men” and stated that "if we can all, 
in lalmr and management, honestly 
endeavor to follow that philosophy, I 
am sure that we will have built the 
most important siepfiing stone to- 
wn riJs harmonious labor-management 
irbil ions/'

have come to regard the ^'spring 
thaw" primaiily as a prelude to the 
bulldozers. 

S«ime months past this local union 
realized a long ambition. We now 
have a full-time business manager. 
Brother Blackwell who has been do- 
ing the job in bis spare time for 
nearly three years, now has the job 
full time* There’s a catch however. 
He is also business agent for this 
city's A. F. of L. Laborers local 
union. The arrangement is working 
out f|Uite well although most will 
agree that the Electricians and their 
inohlems might wed I try the patienci‘ 
of the *Almighty, witliout a thoiisuud 
laboiers tugging at his coat sleeve. 

Brother Tony Momloux, who has 
been tlolng an admirable Job as pic?si- 
dent of this local .since last .summer, 
recently resigned the job bt^cause of 
being promoted at work to a ia>sitifin 
where he might hire oi‘ fire some of 
this local's memberB. L'ndouhH^tlly 
Tony took this action with some re- 
grel and we of the local were sorry 
to see him step do%vn fiom the chaii’* 
He was succee<led by Brother Bill 
Manieom, former vice president and 
long an old war horm^ of L,U. 

There is a red-hot rumrir going the 
roumis here at this time, to the ejTect 
that the Khell Oil Company will build 
a refmery in this area lieginning this 
sujiimer. It may he a reality by the 
time this is read but today we have 
our fingers crosseii. Most of the big 
jobs now in progress will be finisheti 
by fall; by then we will need a shot in 
the arm, like someone armed with 
twenty million dollars and an oi'der 
to build another refinery. Lord, st>fetl 
the day. 

To a very great extent, the future 
eximnskm of the i^eii u-chemioal in- 
dust: ry in this area will depend on Liu- 
lengUi of a long, greasy, inanimate 
thing called a pipeline, which brings 
crude oil to our reflnei'icR from west^ 
ern Canadian oil fields. The last lut> 
from Superior, Wisconsin was com- 
idcted this winter and the three giant 
12r»,U0l)-barrel lake tankers which it 
replaced promptly went on the auc- 
tion tilock to be convet'ted to grain or 
package freighters. Now we have 
unlimited space in this area for as 
many oil plants as anyone wants to 
erect. VVe can refine the stuff and 
send it east by truck, rail, boat, 
guided missile or how you like it, 
but if someone gets the bright idtm 
to run that crude line through to 
Toronto and Montreal a lot of us here 
might have to tag along. 

A word about this year's contract 
before 1 close* It’s lhi‘ same old story. 
Negotiations produce<l nothing except 
an offt'i’ of last yearns rate, hence 
conciliation again. Last year we got 
a 10-cent raise hut it became* eifecti%''e

Closes Anaconda Plant 

L. l . 76H, KAl,tSl'K[*l*. MONT.— On 

April 5th the Car| tenters went on 
strike against the contractors in this 
area. Tin* strike is authorized by the 
Buikling Trades fJepartment and ron- 
cema six basic crafts; Lahorers, 
Teamsters, Ojie rating Engineers, Ce- 
ment Finishers, and Iron Workers in 
uddition to the Carpenteia, Picket lines 
were esDtblislied ul the aluminum plant 
being built by the .Anaconda Alumi- 
num Company near Columbia Falls 
and the job is amiplelely shut down.

will last, but at present the situa- 
tion dot*s not look favorable.

plant ai'c adamant* 

Consiriernhle sentiment against the 
Ruibiing Trades luis been generated 
in this ui'i^a because of tin* strike, 
mostly by articles 11)1 pea ring in anti- 
union new^spapers, the writers of 
urhich are ignorant of union pro- 
cedures or are wilfully misinfoi'ming 
the puhlic* 

Liieal 758's membei‘s are respecting 
the picket lines and, with Building 
Trades Council jau-mission, a it* fur- 
nishing a maintenance man to Dono- 
van Construction Company which has 
been <loirig the electrical work on 
the jdant under F*oley Brothers, 

Many of our memlx^rs have left 
this area to seek emtdoymenl else- 
w'here for the duration of the slrike. 
We ceil airily thank other' locals for 
their coopcratuni in (providing cm* 
ployment for our members. 

Local 7fi8's inside agreement has an 
anniventai'y date of May 1st and we 
are in negot rat ions with NEC A at 
the present time. It looks as though 
these negotiations ate stalemated and 
will probably go to the Council on 
Industrial Relations for a decision.

a rommitl.ee chosen of Locals MIJSI, 
3011, and 040 to investigate the safety 
program of our company, the L'liion 
Electric Company of Missouri, as 
practicerl and make a report.
